Mnst Act In Forty-Eight Hours. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 0.—Senator Gor- 


man talked with unusual freedom and 
emphasis about the tariff bill to-night. 


"More unsatisfactory 
than ever," 


was the way he described the situation 
in conference. "The house conferees," 
said he, "will do nothing. They will 
not come to an agreement. They will 
not even agree to report a disagree- 
ment. We are going1 to give them just 
forty-eight hours more to do one thing 
or the other. If they still hold out we 
will try to cut the Gordian knot." 


"How, senator?" 
"We will bring the bill back into the 


senate, wipe out tha entire sugar 
schedule, and stand on free sugar. 
That will leave the treasury a little 
short. It will cnt out 82(1,000,000 of an- 
ticipated revenue, but it is the best 
thing we can do under the circum 
stances." 


Senator Gorman further said that, of 


course, the wiping out of the sugar 
schedule meant no more bounty and 
the abandonment of the Louisiana sen- 
ators to their fate. He spoke as if he 
was thoroughly disgusted with the 
Louisiana senators, to whose combina- 
tion with the populists he attributed 
the failure to agree in conference when 
everj'thing seemed so favorable a 
couple of days ago. 


"We can carry free sugar and no 


bounty through the senate," said the 
senator, "in spite of the Louisiana sen- 
ators, and we will see what the house 
will do with it.". 


This is precisely what the president 


does not want. His letter to Mr. Wil- 
son urged free coal and free iron ore 
and a duty on sugar.

TRACTION ENGINE ACCIDENT 


Particulars of the Doable Fatality 


Near liliopolis Monday. 


Brief mention was made in these col- 


umns last evening of the traction engine 
accident at Sugar creek, near liliopolis, 
Monday morning, by which two young 
men lost their lives. The outfit had 
passed over the bridge in safety lust 
Thursday and no fears of danger were 
apprehended on the return trip. Charles 
Hudson ami Will Dandelcin were riding 
on the engine. The approaches to the 
bridge wore made safely, but just as the 
whole machine passed over the first 
abutment the first section of the struct- 
ure gave way with a crash. Iho front 
wheels of the engine caught on the odgp 
of the second section, and when the 
concern landed partly in the water 
and partly on the ground twenty 
feet below, its natural position 
WHS 


reversed, the wheels being upward and 
and tho upper part down. Tho smoke 
stack was driven into the ground. The 
two young men were killed instantly. 
Each had fallen on different sides of the 
engine. Tho fly-wheel had broken off 
and had fallen off so that its rim lay 
across the back of Dandelein's neclt, 
crushing the face into the soft di. i uncl 
mashing one side of his head. Hudson 
had fallen on the other side of the ma 
chine and the large drive-wheel was 
crushing his head into the dirt in the 
same manner as his companion. In ad- 
dition to his bead being crushed his lojrs 
were broken and his right shoulder dis- 
located. 


Charles Hudson, whose age was 27, 


lived with his parents in Illiopolis. Will 
Dandelein, aged about 22, lived with his 
mother, Elizabeth Dandelein. near tho 
same village. His mother is an invalid, 
and with the messenger that was sent to 
tell her of the accident a physician was 
sent for fear she would lie prostrated by 
tho fearful news and need attention. 


John Dandelein, an elder brother anil 


a partner in tho threshkg outfit, liven at 
Lake Fork in Mt. Pulaski township. Lo 
gau county. He fortunately was in the 
plank gang and escaped injury: is a mai- 
ried man. He was terribly shocked and 
prostrated by the affair.

to-day at Pullman was the refusal of 
Company M, of the First infantry to eat 
at the table with non-union workmen. 
At 1:20 o'clock 
Lieutenant Bowra 


marched Company M up to the big mess 
tent that stands on the lawn behind the 
Hotel Florence. 
There tho company 


was left in command of Sergeant Cook. 
When the company came to break 
ranks at the 
tent 
entrance 
they 


were indignant to see two tables filled 
with nonunion employes of the Pullman 
Co. The workmen were a part of the 
new force hired to-day. They had been 
smuggled in with the soldier boys on the 
apology that they were afraid to go 
home for dinner. As the practic" bad 
been tried on in a smaller way last week, 
to the distaste of the company, tl o sol- 
diers were prepared for decisive t'ction. 
Wm. Byncs, a member of the company, 
stepped into tlie entrance and said: "As 
voluriti-f soldiers, the men of Company 
M are hero to neo that the laws of Illi- 
nois arc- obeyed. 1 am not aware that 
it is soldierly or that discipline compels 
us to do what wo foe! is unpatriotic and 
not worthy of .<,'«-ntlemen. My scruples 
demand tliat I shall not associate with 
scabs. I refuse to sit with them tit the 
same table." 


There was an outburst of applause 


from Byrnef,' comrades and Sergeant 
Cook march'-d vho company across the 
street and broke ranks. "Wo will not 
enter that tent,'' a dozen privates said, 
"till we are assured that all non-union 
workmen are to be kept out." The 
workmen were finally marched out and 
the company marched in, receiving tho 
assurance that they will hereafter have 
their mess tent to themselves,

SENATE. 


WASHINGTON. Aujr. 0.—In the pen- 
ate, during the morning hour, Sen- 
ator Chandler's resolution to inves- 
tigate the Dominion Coal Co. of Nova 
Scotia, and the substitute offered by 
Mr. Mills were the subjects of lively 
debate. 
Mr. White was opposed both to the 


original resolution and to the substi- 
tute. He thought that the proposed 
investigation would be a useless w aste 
of time and money. There was no 
Charge contained in tlie resolution or 
substitute. He supposed that the res- 
dnticra had been offered bv the sen- 
ator from Xe\% lIumpshiH'f'«r th" pur- 
pose of getting :in opportunity to 
snake an amusing speech. 


Mr. Chandler remark'.-! that tiie^en- 


ator from California h:i,l been in a 
•chroni" state of bem;j .uim^ed all tho 
session. 
That 
M-II:IU» 
had 
been 


amused at the eondu'on in wh'oh his 
party found itself on the t.irift cjues- 
tion; and now that there was a pro- 
position to investijT.;*e tlie Dominion 
C'oal Co. for tlie ]iiirposi- ot removing a 
Bcandal whicli had been circulating 
for the last slv months, he found 
nothing in it except amusement 
He 


thought that when an organization 
•was formed with ?].!,V)0 000 of watered 
stock, i>nd when th •!•(• was so much 
hcanclal in connection with it. the sen- 
ate conld afford to tin'! out what is be- 
ing done with these certificates of 
stock and whether tlie senator from 
Kew York (Mr 
Hill), or the senator 


from California (Mr. White), raight not 
lie in danger of neiii!*1 approached. 
[Laughter.] V, liether th.i'*1 senators. 
fchotild be allowe.l to rclv on their own 
virtue alone to resist temptation, or 
whether tho senate should not sur- 
round them w itli its protection by an 
investigation of the fayts; that their 
youthful innocence might In- guarded. 
It seemed to him that n company was 
a monopoly with a capital of S.51.000.- 
OOO, whether real or iictitious, and 
when it was proposed, by reason of the 
removal of the duty on coal, to charge 
the people of the t'nited States .such a 
price for coal as would yield tlic com- 
pany one dollar a ton profit, it was 
worth while for the senate to consider 
whether or not it would take away the 
market for coal from the st»tes of Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia and Pennsylvania. 


"Now, Mr. President." Mr Chandler 


continued in a sarcastic tone, "not- 
withstanding all the words of admira- 
tion and commendation which I have 
had occasion to speak of the distin- 
guished president of the I'nited States 
during this session, I differ with him 
now, and say that I do believe that in 
legislating at this tiin^ we should be 
afraid of indirectly and inordinately 
encouraging trusts. Tho senate has 
agreed with me on this subject, and 
early in this session it ordered an in- 
vestigation of the Sugar trust. 1 am 
sensitive about this Dominion Coal 
company which has its agents swarm- 
ing in the capital city who are sup- 
posed to have stock certificates laid 
away in some safe in Nova Scotia, or 
some safe in Boston, or some safe in 
New York, ready to be produced when 
the occasion requires. 


Mr. Gray replied to Mr. Chandler, 


* and then, at tlie close of the morning 


hour, the resolution went over with- 
out action, and remains on the calen- 
dar.The house bill providing for the in- 
spection of immigrants by t'nited 
States consuls was then taken up, with 
the substitute reported by Mr. Hill 
for the committee on immigration, 
JOT the exclusion and deportation of 
anarchists. 


Mr. Hill addressed the senate in sup- 


port of the substitute. Jts provisions 
applying to anarchists were new. 
There was no authority under the ex- 
isting laws of the United States to pre- 
vent the landing of anarchists. The 
laws in relation to immigration seemed 
to be remarkably well framed, and

slay them as quickly as he would kill 
a wild beast that came in his path to 
attack him. To some extent the gov-

He ^iis challenged by Mr. Hoar to 
give tlie mime of one of these profes- 
sors and he said that he did not mean 
that they were professors in schools or 
colleges. 


Mr. Hoar said that he did not oppose 


the passage of the bill, and would vote 
for it if the committee thought it was 
the best that could bo framed. It ] 
dealt with a groat and growing evil 
which w as a terror to all eivili/ed na- 
tions, to all government, to all prop- 
erty, to all social order. 


Mr. Teller also avowed his willing- 


ness to vote for tho bill, although he 
criticised some of its provisions as be- 
ing an encroachment on the rights of 
men who had been admitted to the 
I'nited States. His idea was that im- 
migrants had been sifted abroad, and 
that after they got here, resort should 
be had only to the ordinary methods 
by which facts were determined in a 
court of law. In 
other words, ho 


thought thc$ should have an oppor- 
.unity to be heard. 


Finally the substitute was rgreed to, 


with amendments, the bill passed and 
a conference asked, the senate con- 
ferees being Senators Hill, Faulkner 
and t handler; and, after a short exec- 
itive session, the senate, at S:4."i. ad- 
mrncd until to-morrow.
